The Word “Strike.” 

The earliest use of thé word 
“strike” in the sense of stopping 
work occurs in London Chronicle for 
September, 1765, in connection with 
a coal strike.

. “several pokes of coal were brought 
from Durham to Newcastle by one of 
the common carriers, and sold on the 
sandhill for 9d a poke, by which he 
papa 6d a poke.""—London Chron- 
cle.
